CIVILIANS  GET  MORE  FOOD 
Smaller  meat  setasides  and  reduced  allocations  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables 
for  military  needs  mean  more  food  for  civilians. 

Setasides  by  federally-inspected  slaughterers  of  good,  choice,  and  commercial 
cuts  of  beef  have  been  reduced  from  50  to  30  per  cent;  utility,  cutter,  and  canner 
grades  of  beef  from  75  to  65  per  cent;  veal,  from  35  to  30  per  cent;  and  lambs, 
from  20  to  15  per  cent.    Army  requirements  for  canned  fruits  have  been  reduced 
1,900,000  cases — about  five  percent;  and  allocations  of  canned  vegetables  are  down 
about  7,000,000  cases — or  10  per  sent. 

ONI  Oil  PRICES  REMAIN  ffgf  SAME 
Ceiling  prices  for  late  spring  onions  will  continue  at  $2.50  per  fifty  pounds, 
f.o.b.  country  shipping  point,  until  July  15,  the  0PA  says.    The  retail  ceiling 
prices  of  onions  will  not  be  changed. 

ARMY  TO  RELEASE  TPJX'AS  TO  CIVILIANS
